Each is familiar 
with the situation from a La Crosse 
standpoint and as a man interested 
in transportation on the Mississippi 
river. 
Lenroot appears as a repre­ 
sentative from the head of the lakes 
and Congressm an Cooper is interest­ 
ed in the m easure from his ex p e rt^ 
ence on the comm ittee on rivers a n c 
harbors of the national house. 
Secretary of State Jam es A. F rear 
was at the com m ittee m eeting and 
expects to have something to say for 
the bill as does Thaddeus C. Pound 
of Chippewa Falls, a lieutenant gov­ 
ernor o f uii?ff-T!^e years ago; Sena­ 
tor Thom as Morris and Assemblyman 
T. H. Miller of La Crosse, and As­ 
semblymen Cernehan of Eau Claire j 
and Everett of Eagle River. 
Senator 
Owen is at the hearing as well as Col.

Drastic Saloon Law 
A new bill was introduced of the 
state affairs comm ittee 
prohibiting 
the presence of minors in saloons. 
It 
provides that, a minor may be ac­ 
companied by his father, m other or 
guardian. 
The fine on conviction of 
a saloonkeeper of the offense is not 
less than $10 or more than $100.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. May 2 — 
Both the state and navy departm ents 
received olTiical confirmation yester­ 
day of the newspaper dispatch from 
Cuba, giving details of the riot which 
occurred in the streets of Santiago 
between the city police and sailors 
from the Tacoma, who were enjoying 
liberty on shore.

state departm ent that there had been 
a “collision” at 2 o'clock 
Tuesday 
morning, and that H. L. Lee. second­ 
class fireman, had been shot in the 
left breast, and ten others more or 
less slightly wounded with swords 
and clubs.

ing the president’s anxiously-await­ 
ed speech at Indianapolis on May 3 0 
is that he is very much in the air 
about what he will say. 
In fact the 
whole question of whether he will at 
that time outline his railroad policy 
for the next session of congress is 
not yet decided. 
Pressure is being

Business interests and politicians of 
conservative tendencies are anxious 
that the president shall not at this

shall have been plenty of tim e for 
recovery from effects of the late Wall 
street squeeze. 
So the president, be­ 
tween the two views, has not yet de­ 
cided w hether he will talk railroads 
at Indianapolis, or confine himself to 
some general and appropriate p atri­ 
otic utterances.

This is the Interesting project reveal­ 
ed by Richard C. Kerens, the St.Louis 
churchman, capitalist and politician.

lives of sixtv-four men were imper­ 
iled last night in an explosion in 
the Whipple mine of the White Oak 
Fuel company near Scarboro, and the 
death list is large. 
The latest news from the mine says 
all the sixty-four miners who were in 
the shaft when the explosion occur- 
ed are accounted for. 
The complete 
death list is eleven, and one other 
may die. 
Fifty-three 
escaped by 
climbing the ladder of the airshaft. 
At first rescue parties were unable 
to penetrate the smoke and it was 
thought impossible any of the thirty- 
one men remaining in 
the 
mine 
could survive. 
Deadly gas poured out of the shaft 
following the explosion. 
The men 
first rescued were in a heading some­ 
what remote from the scene of the 
xplosion and scaped by way of an­ 
other drift. The thirty-one entombed 
longest were cut off from this drift.
